We are advised by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics, Ottawa, that 
Canada’s Year Book for 1940 is now 
off the press and available to the pub- 
lic as long as the supply lasts at $1.50 
per copy, which price covers merely 
the cost. of paper, press work and 
binding. Teachers and religious min- 
isters may obtain paper-bound copies 
at 50 cents each, but the number set 
aside for this purpose is very limited. 
Application for copies must be made 
direct to the King’s Printer, Ottawa. 

The 1940 edition extends to over 
1,200 pages, dealing with all phases 
of the national life, and more espe- 
cially with those susceptible of sta- 
tistical measurement. A _ statistical 
summary gives a picture in figures 
of the remarkable progress which the 
country has made since the first cen- 
sus of the Dominion was taken in 
1871, sixty-eight years ago.

Ottawa,—A further acceleration of 
the air training program has been de- 
elded upon, Air Minister Power, an- 
mounced. The course for pilots in 


the service flying training schools, 


‘recently reduced from 16 weeks to 
14, will. be further reduced. The in- 
take of recruits for training as pilots, 
air observers and air gunners will be 
stepped up in the ratio of five to 
Beven, said the minister. Where the 
program calla for five men, seven will

Somewhere in the Wes Desert, 
Egypt.—Cream’ of the /British Im- 
perial army lies athwart, the western 
desert from the sea southwards in 
pre-arranged strategic positions— 
waiting and. watching as Grazianti’s 
Italians pause to recuperate from 
the punishment they took in. their 
60-mile drive into Egypt. 

Pouring troops and material into 
@ fan-shaped coastal. area between 
the encampment at Sollum and their 
forward salient at Sidi Barrani, the 
Italians are strenuously preparnig for 
the second and more difficult stage 
of their ‘advance eastward. 

Though the British forces did not]: 
attempt seriously to impede the 
Italian push to Sidi Barrani, the 
enemy suffered considerably from 
harrying tactics, losing much motor- 
ized material as a result of artillery 
and aif attack. 

Now they are engaged in consoli- 
dating their lines of communication 
and replacing lost equipment. 

British officers who commanded the 
units which first engaged the enemy 
90 minutes after the Italians crossed 
the frontier from Libya to Egypt, 
described to correspondents exciting 
incidents of the early fighting. _. 

Halifya Pass—known by the Tom- 
mies as “Hell-Fire Pass’”—was one 
of the first scenes of action when 
machine gunners, concealed in the 
surrounding sandhills, concentrated 
their fire on the enemy as théy at- 
tempted the tricky descent. 

British sappers had’ already blown 
up the path, 

Then a number of heavy innvied 
bunched up at the head of the pass 
were quickly destroyed, blocking the 
way for the Italian troops, who had 
to ' scramblé down the escarpment 
under the well-directed fire of Bri- 
tish soldiers, 

While moderate estimates placed 
the Italian losses of mechanized: ve- 
hicles at 200, the British forces car- 
ried out constant changes of position 
for seven days with very few casual- 
ties. 

Everyone here spoke in terms of 
the highest praise ‘of the French 
unit, which played a large part in 
harassing the enemy.

SITUATION IS 
NOW TENSE IN. 
THE NEAR EAST 


Washington.—Tension in the far 
east over Burma road dévelopments 
gets the headlines..in the United 
States; but it is near eastern tension 
that most concerns Britain’s war 
‘leadership. It is there, not in the far 
Pacific, that the next important and 
dramatic development of the axis- 
British war seems slated to come. 

If Hitler and Mussolini, in the

Prevent Labor Shortage 


Postponement ot » Military Training 
For Essential Employees 
Ottawa. — The government has 
moved to prevent a shortage of 
skilled labor in war industry. 
Maj.-Gen. Li; R. LaFleche, asso- 
ciate deputy minister of national war 
services, said administrative boards 
had been advised to give considera- 
tion to representations by certain in- 
dustrial. concerns with respect to 
postponement of compulsory military 


training for their key and essential | 


employees. 

A list of war industries was drawn 
up by the department of munitions 
and supply and presented to the war 
Services department by the national 
labor supply council. 

Gen. LaFleche said: “The war ser- 
vices department hes circulated ‘the 
list to administrative boards with 
the strong suggestion that any essen- 
tial key man employed by organiza- 
tions engaged in production of war 
equipment, have their military train- 
ing postopned until some time later 
in the 12. months period.” 

(Administrative boards in Canada’s 
13 military districts may postpone 
compulsory military training to later 
dates within a 12-month' period, at 
discretion, upon _epplication of a re- 
cruit’s employers.) 

‘“The men having reported and be- 
ing settled for the first call for mili- 
tary training, that ends it for this 
time to the entire satisfaction of all 
concerned,” Gen. LaFleche said. “We 
will hope for the best result for the 
next time.”

TO STRENGTHEN 
PACIFIC DEFENSE 


Ctawa—Defence Minister Ralston 
announced the creation of a Pacific 
ariay. command @nd appointed Maj.- 
Gen. R. O, Alexander as commander. 

The. command embraces British 
Columbia and Alberta and Gen. Alex- 
ander, @ permanent. force officer, 
leaves his post as district officer com- 
manding at Toronto to take the com- 
mand over. '

when the Atlantic army command 
was created under the direction of 
Maj.-Gen. W._H.-P. Elkins. 

‘The command will have jurisdiction 
over coastal defence and fortress 
troops and all mobile forces assigned 
to the defence of the area. It will 
maintain close co-operation with the 
headquarters of the. Royal Canadian 
Navy and the Royal Canadian Air 
Force on the Pacific coast. 

While the third division has been 
assigned to the Atlantic command, 
no announcement has yet been made 
of the troops to be allotted to the 
Pacific command in addition to the 
regular fortress and coastel defence 
forces already there. 

Col, Ralston said recently that in- 
tensive study was being given to 
Canada’s western defences and indi- 
cated some infantry had been con- 
centrated in the area for a time. 

With the third division going to 
the Atlantic it is to be expected that 
the remaining mobilized division, the 
fourth, or a part of it will. go on 
garrison duty in the new. Pacific 
command, 

The infantry units of a fifth divi-

Forging Ahead 


Vice-Admiral Says British Empire Is 
Getting On Top 
Ottawa.—“I think we are getting 
on top,” remarked Vice-Admiral A]- 
fred Englefield Evans as he stood in 
a simple office and’ looked out over 


the swirling waters of the Ottawa 


river. 

He spoke about the war and when 
he said “we” he meant the British 
Empire, for his job is to harness 
some of Canada’s unused industrial 
capacity to the support of the Royal 
Navy. 

“I think Dunkirk was the turning 
point,” he added. “Since we got that 
army out we have been coming up. 
The navy has always been on top. 
The air force is getting there. The 
more stuff they get the quicker they 
will be there. The army is pens 
up and up.” 

The vice-admiral is’ chief of. the 
British admiralty technical mission in 
Canada but he is a sailor and not a 
technical man. Under him are experts 
on many of the types of equipment 
and gadgets used in the navy. 

Two months before the war, Ad- 
miral Evans went on the retired list 
but the outbreak of war brought him

It is only 
a question of whether a loyal citizen 
of the Empire would make such a 
statement or not when the Empire is 
fighting for its existence and ours 
against an unmoral, unmerciful and 
unscrupulous horde of thugs and ban- 
dits. We say most emphatically that 
no loyal citizen would make such a 
public criticism at this time, and any 
man who makes such a criticism at 
this time discloses plainly that his 
sympathies are not with the British 
Empire or with the way it is run, but 
with those who are determined on that 
empire’s destruction. If Premier Ab- 
erhart was the son of British parents 
living in Germany, ‘and naturalized 
there, and made such assertions about 
his adopted country, he would be im- 
mediately whisked to an internment 
camp and would soon be shorter by 
a head. Yet we, with the characteris- 
tic tolerance of the British people 
(which ‘is fast disappearing, however,

A 
$500,000-small boat construction pro- 
gramme includes refueling scows and 
fast rescue boats for the Royal Cana- 
dian Air Force, aircraft and bomb- 
loading tenders,, salvage boats and 
other pieces of floating equipment for 
the handling of supplies of all kinds. 

Existing shipbuilding facilities have 
been used exclusively and some facil- 
ities have beert developed to permit 
enlarged operations where shipbuild- 
ing workers and foctnicians are avail+ 
able.
